A HE Cafe of the reverend Mr. Joun 
yi Goore and Mrs. Marcaret Hupson 
A is of fuch an extraordinary nature, that 
i deferves to be more generally known. 
It may hinder perfons from rathly en- 
tering into private folemn contracts; in 
the performance of which, they will 

bably meet with great difficulties and inconveniencies. 
‘And it may divert thofe who have been perfidioufly de- 
ceived, from a expofing themfelves to very great 
trouble and charge by fecking a redrefs at law. 


+ Joun Goots, M. A. matter of the Free-{chool of 
Witney, and vicar of Eynfham, in the county of Ox- 
ford, whofe wife died Nov. 2, 1729 made his addreffes 
to Mifs || Marcaret Hunson, in Eafter-week 1730. 
This young gentlewoman was the only child of the 
late learned Doctor Hupson, keeper of the Bodleian li- 
brary ; and then lived at Eynfham with her mother Mrs. 
Hats, widow of the late Doctor Haut, her third huf- 
band. Mifs Hupson feemed very well pleated with Mr. 
Gootr’s firt addreffes: but meeting her accidentally in 
Eynfham-ftreet on May 29, he payed his refpects to her ; 
and obferving her to look fhy upon him, which fhe had 
never done before, he fayed to her, ‘ What’s the matter 
¢ with you? I want to fpeak to you’. To which the re- 
plied fcornfully, * Speak with me’! and turning her back 
upon him, went away. This put a ftop tothe conti- 
nuance of his addreffes. os 

On Lady-day 1731, Mr. Goote waiting at Eynfham 
20 bury a corpfe, went to Mrs, Hatw’s ; and among other 
things in difcourfe, fayed to Milfs Hupson. ‘ Well, 
* Mifs, I fuppofe we fhall foon have you married, now 
« you are almoft of age’. To which fhe anfwered, ‘ Of 
‘age! Sir, Iam not 19 yet’. Which was confirmed by 
Mrs. Hatt. Mr. Goore replyed, * You will be of age 
« your next birth-day’, adding Dr. Havv’s authority for 
what he fayed. Upon which Milfs Hupson produced 
her father’s bible, in which he had written, ‘ Marca- 
‘ ret, the daughter of Joun Hupson, D. D. was born 
© at two acleck in the afternoon, July the 24th, 1712’. 
This furprized Mr. Goore : but upon a clofer obferva- 
tion he difcovered, that the figure of 2 was originally a 
cypher, which date agreed exaétly with Dr. Havu’s ac- 
count ; and fhewed them both the alteration, which ap- 
peared very plain. 

On the Good-fiiday following, between morning and 
evening prayer, Mr. Goove wentagain toMrs. Hat's; 
and Mifs Hupson immediately ran to meet him, un- 
locked the parlour door, went before him into the mid- 
dle of the room, and turning round, {miled upon him in 
the moft inviting manner. Thus encouraged, he re- 
newed his addreffes, to which fhe liftened with great 
pleafure, “till Mrs. Haun came in; who alfo exprefled 
a great fatisfa€tion at his vific. He went again on Eafter- 
day in the afternoon, and heard Mifs“Hupson fing feve- 
ral anthems to her fpinnet, Mrs. Hatt being prefent ; 
and the next morning he wrote a certificate upon Mifs 
Hupson’s knee for Mrs. Haut in her prefence. 

At 6 in the evening the next day, as Mr. Gootre had 
defired her, Mifs Hupson met him at the end of her 
mother’s clofe. He being on horfe-back, and thinking 
not fit to alight, becaufe there was a boy near them, 
flooped down to her, and asked her to make him a pro- 
mife; which fhe very willingly did, with this referva- 
tion, ‘ As far as it was in her power’. And this was 
the only time he ever asked her to engage herfelf to him. 
~—— He went again to Mrs. Havv’s on friday in the 
fame week and fearing he fhould not have an opportu- 
nity to fpeak with Miis, he brought a letter, and put it 
into her own hand ; in which he defired her to meet 
him at his Orchard-wall on funday morning ; which the 
did, and then he put into her hand another letter. 

On May 5. he went to Eynfham, hoping to fee or 
hear from her ; and there he received her firit letter, in- 
forming him, that her ‘ Mamma was gone from home, 
* and that fhe fhould be glad of his company that after- 
* noon’. He forthwith waited upon her, and was receiv- 
ed with very great civility : at which time the following 
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words eo between them. ‘* J. G. Dear Mifs! What 
* had I done to deferve the flight you put upon me on 
* the 29th of May? And what was the caufe of it? M. 
‘ H. It was jealouly, dear Sir! J. G. Jealoufy ! I thought 
‘ I had fufficiently guarded you againit that. M.H. It 
‘ fhali be fo no more. J. G. Well, then, I prefume 
* you now defign to make yourfelf mine. M. H. Yes; 
‘ or I would not have fent for you’. Whereupon 
he immediately kneeled upon his right knee, and {aid : 
‘ Bear Mifs, I here folemnly, in the prefence of God, 
* engage myfelf to you: you fhall not now engage your- 
‘ felf to me 3 you fhall take your own time for it’. And 
then fhe took him up with both her hands, and fayed, 
‘ It isall one as if 1 had’. As foon as he rofe, he re- 
turned her thanks for that kind declaration, and fayed, 
‘ If you were to engage yourfelf to me while you are 
* under age, I do not know whether it would be of any 
‘ force in law’. Afterwards they entertained each other 
for near two hours, with great complacency ; and before 
he left her, he defired her to found her mother, and to 
difcover whether fhe would confent that he fhould marry 
her. 

On May 12. he received her fecond latter, dated the 
day before, beginning, Dear Sir; in which the informs 
him, that upon her talking to her Mamma, ‘ the declar- 
* ed, that fhe had rather follow her to her grave, than 
* fee her his; charging her to flight and negleé him as 





‘ muft of neceffity be unbappy or difobedients but be it 
‘ which way it would, he foould always have a place in 
‘ her affetions’. Upon this, Mr. Goore wrote a let- 
ter to her, wherein he offered to defift from his preten- 
fions, and refign her. In anfwer to which, he received 
her third letter, dated May 16, which runs thus. ‘ Your 
* abfence, Dear Sir, would be infupportable, were I not 
‘ relieved by thofe tender and affectionate expreffions I 
‘ receive from you in your letters. You tell me in your 
* laft, that you will refign me to any other that I thought 
* could make me happy: but don’t wrong my love, nor think 
I can be capable of asking /o saju/? a thing ; or if any 
thought that would be prejudicial to you, fhould rife 
in my foul (which I can fearce think there will) yet 
it would not continue long, for your idea is fixed in my 
breaft, fo that it is impoffible for time, or abjence, or any 
‘ thing but death to remove it’, &c 

On thurfday, May 20, Mr. Goote went to Eynfham, 
to vifita fick perfon; where Joun Penrycross told 
him, that Mifs Hupson had appointed to meet him at 
his houfe between eight and nine in the evening. Ac- 
cordingly he waited there ’till after nine; and a very few 
minutes after he was gone, fhe came over the wall, and 
exprefled great concern for having difappointed him 
and to excufe herfelf wrote to him her fourth letter dated 
May 22, ufing thefe words. * Dear Sir, I am very forr 

I fhould trefpafs upon your patience in making you wait 
fo long, and to difappoint you at laft; but I hope you 
will be fo good as to excufe it. For my Mamma, {ee- 
ing you ride by, kept me fo clofe all the reft of the e- 
vening, that it was impoflible for me to come to you, 
without being difcovered. Tho’ I am deprived of 
that innocent pleafjure which I enjoyed in your converfa- 
tion, pray write to me, that I may have that un/peak- 
able fatisfa@ion of reading your thoughts. I hope it 
will not be in the power ‘of any perfon to put a ftop 
to our correfpondence, tho’ they have to our meeting’, 
&c. 
Mr. Goote officiated at Eynfham, May 29, and there 
received Mifs Hupson’s fifth letter, dated the day be- 
fore: wherein fhe informs him of a rival, whom her 
Mamma defigned for her husband, a farmer of a good 
eftate ; of the objections fhe had made; and of the an- 
{wer her Mamma had given her : particularly that 
fhe had told her, that ‘if fhe would have Mr. Goote, 
‘ neither of them fhould come within her doors any 
* more’. She then adds, * Tho’ I bear your abfence as 
‘ wellas poffible, yet I fhould be glad to have an hour's 
* converfation with you before you go your journey ; 
* and I believe:the fafeft way will be to come at eleven 
« at night, and I will leave the garden door open, under 
* the filbeard trees, that yeu may walk down, and I will 
« meet you at the houfe door. Pray let me know what 
‘ evening will be convenient for you, becaufe it is equal 
* to me’. According to her requeft, he waited 
upon her the next tuefday night, Fue 1, and ftayed 
with her "till two in the morning. Befote they parted, 
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| the defired him to fee her again as foon as might be.

Having been at Oxford on the thurfday following, and 


bought the ring, he waited upon her with it that night, ~~ 


and tried it ; and they did not part till two in the morn- 
ing. They then agreed betwixt them, that he fhould 
make his next vifit Fume 10, being thurfday in Whit- 
fun-week ; but being informed by Pentycross, that 
the watch would walk about the town every night that 
week, he fent her a letter next day, to let her know the 
danger of their being difcovered, fhould he wait upon™ 
her according to appointment.

4 New Critical Review of she public buildings, Se. 
dy Mr. Hiram. 


HE one fide of Great Q ssen-ftreet, 
which, according to our Critic, Italy 
itfelf would not be afhamed of, I be- 
lieve, was raifed under the direétion of the fame archi- 
tect, who built the north and eaft fides of Linco/ns-inn- 
fields, with which he is fo much delighted. I fuppofe 
the elegancy of the garret-windows on the north fide, 
hit his acy in particular, which feem defigned to illa- 
minate the refidence of poets, or taylors. ‘The reafon 
why I think the fame architeét was employed in both 
places is, becaufe the pillafters to the houfes in Queen-

‘ much as poflible ; and concludes, that therefore the |/Preet are decorated with the heads of dogs, flower-de- 


luces, &c. as are the others in Lincolns-inn-fields. And 
furely their capitals are not to be parallelled for badnets 
of workmanfhip, and render the whole contemptible in 
the eye of every judge. Had that fide of the ftreet been 
built according to the ftri€t rules and proportions of true 
architecture, in the ftile here aimed at, and the workman- 
fhip ot every part been well performed, then indeed /ta- 
4y itfelf might not have been afbamed of it: but as it is 
at prefent, or ever was, even at firft, the whole is but a 
poor attempt towards fomewhat grand and magnificent. 
Towards the eaft end of this range of buildings, is 
a new houfe, whofe firft tory, being rufticated with na< 
ked brick, feems to be as great an Dfardity, as the next 
{tory above it would be, was that built with Portland 
ftone, cut into the exaét dimenfions of common bricks. 
This I mention, that we may underftand, that, tho’ ruf- 
tics of naked brick work may pleafe brick-layers, and by 
them be recommended; yet, if they are not covered 
with finifhing to reprefent ftone (as I have before obferv- 
ed) they fhould never be made in any building, where 
true architecture is endeavoured to be expreffed.

* Jones firft defigned for it’. —— But pray, what is to be 
underftood by this ? Why did not he defcribe that plan, 
that every one might have been able to judge thereof ? tho” 
I fuppofe it was no other, than that piazzas were intend- 
ed on both fides correfpondently equal. — The piazzas 
themfelves are magnificently defigned, and well executed 
in the divifton of their rullics; bat methinks, the lodg- 
ing-rooms they fuftain, feem to have been carried up by 
fome other hand, lefs acquainted with good asahiilieoe 
The pillafters which are placed over each pillar of the 
piazza, have no relation to any regular order. For 
in the rit place, as the piazza’s are Tufcan, thofe pillaf- 
ters fhould not have exceeded the height of Doric, or 
Tonic at moft. But inftead of that, they are too high for 
Corinthian, which is a great error, and might very eafily 
have been correéted by being made of greater diameter, 
Which would have been more magnificent, and agreeable 
to the ruitics uader them, and proportionable to the 
height required. 2dly. Inftead of an entablature layed on 
them, there is an architrave, with modillions refting ime 
mediately on it; and, initead of capitals to the pillafters, 
the architrave is broken over every one of them ; fo that 
in fact, they have not any capitals: all which above the 
piazza, being taken together, thew a great 'wanv of judg- 
ment, and make a very poor appearance, ridt in the leait 
becoming the chara¢ter of Inico Jones. — I cannot help 
thinking, by the badnefs of workmanthip in the archi- 
traves and ornaments of the windows, and by their diia- 
greeable proportions to each other (the upper ones being 
much too high) but that they were ereéled by the fama 
hand that built the fine range in Grea Quzen-flreet, and 
thofe in Lincelns-inn fields. —amems As thele buildings are 
of brick, which, in this town, is fubjeét toa haity decay ; 
when they may happen to be rebuilt, I thowd be glad to 
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fee a range of regular pillafters — on the piazza, fup- 
porting an. entablature and balluftrade, having the up- 
per windows made Attic, or geometrically fquare ; shole 
of the lower ftory of double that dimenfion, ai free 
from the incumbrance of a fafcia, to divide them in two 
ftories, which never fhould be, when compriled within 
_the altitude of one order, , 


The houfe, lately the lord Orrorn’s, joining to the 
great piazza, is certainly one of the moit expenfive and 
worft buildings about London ; and that its errors may 
be avoided in future defigns, "tis very reafonable I fhould 

oint them out. 1. The rultic pillafters, being divided 
into very {mall courfes, are of poor, low tafte, and have 
not that bold and grand afpeét they would, were they 
larger ; nor do they feem to be fo well able to fupport 
the pillafters over them. 2. Thefe fluted pillaiters, 
crowned with compofite capitals, are not much, if any 
thing higher, than a Tulcan my of the fame diame- 
ter: fo that they make as aukward a figure with their 
flutings and carved capitals, as a fturdy welfh-man taken 
from the plough-tail would do, were he to be dreffed in 
the tye-peruke, and embroidered cloaths, of a courtier. 
3. Here is alfo the common error of breaking back the 





entablature over each pillafter, which afterwards has the 
courfes of its architrave and freeze broken ‘by the heads 
of the upper windows ; as has been obferved of Shaft/- 
bury-boufein Alderfeate-ftreet. 4. The entrance into this 
houfe is very abfurd: for here, where two Tufcan co- 
lumns of fubftantial dimenfions: fhould have been placed, 
to {uftain the incumbent weight of the middle part of the 
front ; there are too {mall Corinthian columns on pede- 
ftals in their ftead, which fillup the entrance indeed-as 
little as can be, but feem to have as great a load on them, 
as Arias with the whole world on his fhoulders.

The enemy returned thrice to the charge, and 
were repulfed, and retired towards Luzara. Count Ko- 
ningfegg was dangeroufly wounded, and 7 general offi- 
cers of the emperor were killed ; among whom it is faid 
is prince Lewis of Wirtemberg. All the horfe and dra- 
goons were detach’d in purfuit of the Germans: 9 pieces 
of cannon, 4 pair of kettle drums, and 16 colours or itan- 
dards were taken. C. P. DP. D7. 

Tuespayy Sept. 24. — Copenhagen, Sept. 18. The 
Ruffian fregate, taken fome time fince by the French, was 
yefterday delivered to the baron de Brakel, minifter of 
Ruffia.

the allies were much fuperior in number, notwithitanding 
which, putting the two actions together, the lofs on both 
fides was fuppofed to be equal. 7 
Petershurg, Aug.3t. General Ismoyloff has attacked 
and entirely routed 6 or 7000 Poles near Grodno, which 
were commanded, the day before the battle, by the regi- 
mentary of Lithuania, Potezie, who thought proper to 
leave the command to the cupsbearer of Lithuania, not 
caring to hazard his own perfon in the action. About 
1000 Poles were killed on the fpot, and all their tents, 
baggage, and train of artillery, being 13 pieces of cannon, 
taken.
